Art.  6.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  snow  bill. 

Art.  7.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  to  repair  highways  and 
bridges.

Most  of  us  who  live  in  New  Hampshire  and  the 
thousands  of  vacationists  that  visit  us  every  year  love 
the  State  for  the  variegated  woodlands  that  encircle  our 
clean  lakes  and  clothe  the  hills  and  mountains.  Most 
of  us  appreciate  these  values,  but  still  there  were  enough 
careless  people  among  us  to  cause  over  880  grass  and 
woodland  fires  to  start  in  1965.  True  this  was  a  much 
dryer  than  normal  year  but  this  should  have  meant 
the  use  of  extra  care.  Fortunately  the  fire  fighting 
forces  have  held  the  line  against  such  careless  acts.  It 
is  up  to  each  one  of  us  to  be  ever  mindful  that  a  spark 
or  flame  is  a  potential  fire. 
WE  MUST  ALL  BE  CAREFUL: 

1.  To  teach  our  children  the  danger  in   lighting 
matches. 

2.  To  never  discard  lighted  smoking  material  from 
a  car  or  while  walking  through  fields  or  woods. 

3.  To  safely  dispose  of  rubbish  preferably  at  the 
town  dump.  If  you  must  burn  rubbish  or  brush: 

(a)  Always  get  a  permit  to  burn  from  the 
warden. 

(b)  Start  your  fire  late  in  the  day  after  5  p.m. 

(c)  If  burning  a  field  or  brush,  have  equip- 
ment and  adequate  help  on  hand.  The 
heat  from  your  fire  creates  its  own  draft 
to  spread  fire. 

Our  carelessness  with  fire  is  costing  our  State  and 
Towns   thousands  of  wasted  dollars  in  suppression  and 
hundreds  of  acres  of  destroyed  woodlands.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  citizens  and  voters  of  the  Grantham 
School  District: 

FOREWORD 

In  the  report  of  the  Teacher  Consultant,  Mr.  William 
Merrill,  he  has  outlined  the  project  which  has  been 
adopted  and  approved  for  the  district  under  P.L.  89-10. 
He  has  explained  the  purpose  of  the  project,  how  it 
will  function  and  told  of  the  values  to  the  District 
and  its  children. 

There  has  been  considerable  discussion  whether  this 
law  will  eventually  lead  to  a  stronger  federal  control 
of  education.  Some  districts  in  New  Hampshire  have 
turned  the  funds  down  because  of  certain  attitudes 
towards  this  possibility.  P.L.  89-10  was  enacted  by 
Congress  to  benefit  the  "educationally  deprived"  and 
funds  were  voted  on  the  basis  of  economic  inability  of 
the  districts.  It  is  true  that  certain  guidelines  must  be 
followed  in  obtaining  the  funds  to  carry  out  projects. 
and  districts  will  receive  money  to  improve  the  school 
programs  now  being  offered.  The  money  cannot  be  used 
to  directly  reduce  the  local  effort,  which  I  am  sure  is 
what  some  of  us  would  like  to  do.  I  will  also  agree 
that  some  of  the  "red  tape"  is  at  times  very  frustrat- 
ing, but  the  results  should  outweigh  these  "roadblocks." 

It  is  true  that  the  control  of  finances  and  programs 
can  bei  a  powerful  whip  in  the  hands  of  federal  agents. 
With  additional  revenue  needed  to  carry  out  improved 
programs  of  instruction  in  our  schools,  it  might  be  easy 
for  greater  control  to  be  levied  in  the  future  if  con- 
stant vigil  is  not  maintained.  While  our  population  is 
becoming  more  mobile  and  the  programs  of  education 
becoming  more  common  nation-wide,  it  still  is  the  duty 
and  responsibility  of  the  local  officials  to  study,  evalu- 
ate and  create  programs  that  will  best  suit  the  needs 
of  the  local  students. 
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It  is  my  personal  opinion  that  the  federal  assistance 
should  have  been  more  general  in  scope  and  not  aimed 
onty  at  a  small  segment  of  the  school  population.  It  is 
true  that  all  children  will  benefit  directly  or  indirectly 
from  the  present  intent  of  the  federal  money  as  we 
might  use  the  saying  that  "by  strengthening  one  link 
in  the  chain,  the  whole  chain  becomes  stronger."  How- 
ever, it  would  be  better  to  be  able  to  use  some  of  the 
money  to  devise  programs  that  would  enable  districts 
to  set  up  programs  to  help  the  students  who  are  above 
average  also. 

Therefore,  it  is  necessary  that  a  cooperative  plan  be 
established  when  designing  new  legislation  to  improve 
education.  Local  officials,  school  boards,  state  officials 
as  well  as  the  federal  level,  should  play  appropriate 
parts  in  formulating  new  programs.  We  certainly  need 
the  talents  of  the  federal  officials,  but  local  and  state 
leaders,  knowing  more  in  detail  the  local  problems, 
should  have  a  more  significant  part  in  the  future  plan- 
ning of  federal  programs. 

AREA  SCHOOL  ORGANIZATION 

Committees  have  been  established  for  the  past  year 
or  two  to  study  the  possibilities  of  setting  an  AREA 
school  organization  for  Plainfield,  Lebanon  and  Gran- 
tham. Very  little  was  done  a  year  ago  as  the  wording 
of  the  law  made  such  an  organization  impractical.  How- 
ever, the  law  was  amended  during  the  past  session  of 
the  General  Court  to  make  the  organizational  pattern 
more  flexible  and  attractive.  Without  taking  too  much 
space  to  outline  the  plan,  the  following  are  some  of 
the  advantages  of  the  AREA  concept: 

a.  Districts  sending  tuition  pupils  to  a  high  school 
are  assured  of  space  for  an  extended  period. 

b.  The  sending  districts  have  some  "say"  in  school 
practices  and  policies. 

c.  More  significant  programs  are  possible  with  the 
receiving  districts  knowing  that  the  number  of 
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tuition  students  will  be  more  stable  and  con- 
stant over  the  years. 

d.  Last  and  probably  most  important  from  the 
financial  standpoint,  lower  tuition  costs  will  be 
possible  under  this  plan.  (This  will  be  ex- 
plained below.) 

The  chief  disadvantage  that  I  can  see  is  that  all  the 
high  school  pupils  from  the  district  would  have  to  at- 
tend school  at  the  AREA  school  if  the  district  is  to 
provide  the  tuition  payments.  If  a  child  went  else- 
where, the  parents  would  have  to  pay  the  cost  of 
tuition.  However,  I  am  sure  that  students  now  attend- 
ing high  school  elsewhere  would  be  permitted  to  finish 
in  that  school. 

If  the  AREA  plan  is  voted,  how  will  it  affect  Gran- 
tham? It  appears  at  this  time  the  tuition  rate  in 
Lebanon  will  increase  more  slowly  than  in  Newport  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  building  requirements  in  Lebanon 
seem  to  have  been  met  for  the  next  several  years. 

With  the  extra  construction  aid  from  the  State,  Leba- 
non would  be  able  to  eliminate  its  rental  fees  which  it 
is  now  charging.  Figured  at  an  average  of  $29.67,  this 
would  result  in  a  saving  to  the  district  of  $801,  based 
on  27  tuition  pupils.  The  net  saving  to  Grantham 
would  be  $711  which  is  determined  by  subtracting  $90 
(the  difference  for  six  students  attending  Newport.)  If 
the  incentive  aid  is  voted,  and  the  agreement  calls  for 
sharing  the  aid  equally,  Grantham  would  save  an  ad- 
ditional $900,  figured  as  follows: 

12  pupils  (Gr.  10-12)  at  $75  equals  $900 
15  pupils  (Gr.  9)  at  $60  equals  $900 
Total  of  $1,800,  half  of  which  is  $900 

Combined,  the  possible  saving  would  be  $1,711  to 
the  District,  or  more  than  12.5%  of  the  present  tuition 
costs.  It  would  seem  that  the  plan  ought  to  be  attrac- 
tive to  both  Lebanon  and  Grantham. 
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It  is  my  hope  and  recommendation  that  each  of  the 
districts  in  Supervisory  Union  No.  32  will  vote  to  form 
legal  planning  committees  to  set  up  articles  of  agree- 
ment that  can  be  considered  by  the  school  districts  as 
a  whole.  The  committee  is  made  up  of  three  members, 
one  of  whom  must  be  a  school  board  member.  How- 
ever, the  entire  committee  can  be  made  up  of  school 
board  members  if  this  is  the  wish  of  the  voters.  The 
committee  can  be  elected  from  the  floor  or  it  can  be 
appointed    by  the  moderator   if   this  method  is  chosen 

by  the  voters. 

BUDGET 

The  proposed  budget  for  1966-67  calls  for  a  gross 
expenditure  of  $36,937.41  compared  to  $32,899.25  for  the 
current  year.  The  actual  tax  assessment  will  be  in- 
creased approximately  $2,000  based  on  the  best  estimates 
now  available. 

Major  increases  in  the  budget  are  as  follows: 

a.  $1,400  for  a  part-time  music  and  art  teacher. 
This  is  off-set  by  a  revenue  item  of  the  same 
amount  expected  to  be  available  under  P.L.  89-1 0. 

b.  An  additional  $2,000  has  been  put  in  the  bud- 
get for  payment  of  the  transportation  expenses 
for  the  children  as  a  result  of  the  consolidation 
of  grades. 

c.  There  is  a  slight  increase  in  tuition  costs  due 
to  size  of  present  8  th  grade  class  and  moderate 
increases  in  the  rates  from  Lebanon  and  Newport. 

As  stated  earlier,  the  tax  assessment  is  estimated 
to  be  approximately  $2,000  more  next  year.  We  can 
expect  more  foundation  aid,  a  possible  increase  in  funds 
from  the  "sweepstakes"  and  funds  from  the  federal  gov- 
ernment under  P.L.  89-10.  We  will  not  have  the  large 
cash  balance  this  year  due  to  the  extra  transportation 
expense  in  the  current  budget.  As  explained  last  year, 
the  costs  of  transportation  had  to  be  saved  in  the  bud- 
get through  wise  expenditures.  A  balance  of  $500  is 
estimated  at  this  time. 
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TUITION 

Grantham  has  a  total  of  21  students  attending  high 
school  at  District  expense — 12  at  Lebanon,  8  at  Newport 
and  one  at  Dublin,  N.  H.,  if  approved  by  the  State. 
Grantham  will  have  10  seniors  graduating  in  June,  1966. 
However,  the  size  of  the  present  8  th  grade  class,  plus 
two  students  attending  the  junior  high  at  parental 
expense  in  Lebanon,  indicates  the  total  number  going 
to  high  school  next  year  will  remain  about  the  same. 
The  present  7th  grade  is  also  large,  so  it  appears  that 
tuition  costs  will  continue  to  increase  for  the  next  few 
years.  Another  factor  that  tends  to  keep  tuition  high 
is  the  fact  that  more  students  are  now  going  on  to  high 
school  and,  more  important,  are  staying  in  school.  The 
drop-out  rate  has  been  very  low  for  the  past  two  or 
three  years. 

Tuition  rates  in  Lebanon  for  1966-67  are  as  follows: 
Grades  10-12,  $530;  Grades  7-9,  $450;  Grades  1-6,  $300. 
Newport's  rates  are  $520  for  grades  10-12;  $429  for 
Grades  7-9  and  $246  for  Grades  1-6.  All  these  rates 
include  the  rental  charge. 

CONCLUSION 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  fine  teaching  staff  for  their 
continued  good  work,  and  the  parents  and  friends  of 
the  schools  for  their  support.  Mr.  Merrill  is  to  be 
commended  for  this  work  in  the  area  of  instruction  and 
his  work  on  the  federal  program. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  school 
board  for  their  interest  and  work  in  the  school  program. 
Mr.  Glenn  Hudson  and  Mr.  Aldan  Pilisbury  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  willingness  to  fill  vacancies  on 
the  board.

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REPORT  OF  TEACHER  CONSULTANT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Grantham: 

The  school  reorganization  which  went  into  effect  as 
of  September  1965  has  proved  to  be  a  much  better 
form  of  school  organization  than  formerly.  It  allows 
the  teachers  to  give  more  time  to  each  grade  level  as 
it  cuts  down  the  number  of  different  levels  that  teachers 
must  handle. 

This  year,  increased  federal  aid  came  to  the  School 
District  under  the  new  Elementary  and  Secondary  Edu- 
cation Act  commonly  referred  to  as  Public  Law  89-10. 
Public  Law  89-10  has  many  titles  to  it,  however,  the 
ones  which  affect  Grantham  most  directly  are  Titles  I 
and  II.  Title  I  deals  with  improving  the  educational 
program  for  children  who  are  working  below  the  level 
which  could  normally  be  expected  of  them.  We  have 
submitted  a  project  under  this  title  which  proposes  to 
improve  the  cultural  offerings  of  the  Grantham  schools. 
This  involves  purchasing  equipment  and  materials  which 
will  afford  the  children  the  opportunity  of  being  intro- 
duced to  the  world  of  art  and  music  as  well  as  improving 
the  overall  instructional  program.  In  addition,  we  pro- 
pose to  improve  the  art  program  by  the  addition  of  a 
part  time  teacher  (one  day  per  week  for  the  remainder 
of  the  school  year.)  Further,  we  are  planning  two  field 
trips  to  Hopkins  Center  in  Hanover,  N.  H.  to  introduce 
the  children  to  good  children's  plays. 

Title  II  of  P.L.  89-10,  referred  to  as  the  library  act, 
is  set  up  to  be  administered  on  a  Supervisory  Union 
basis.  A  title  II  committee  was  given  the  task  of  hand- 
ling this  project  on  a  Union  basis.  Each  school  submitted 
individual  school  projects  and  from  these  a  final  project 
was  submitted  to  the  New  Hampshire  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education.  The  materials  purchased  under 
Title  II  which  could  amount  to  approximately  $7,000 
will  be  loaned  out  to  individual  teachers  from  the  Super- 
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visory  Union  Office  in  Lebanon.  These  materials,  for 
the  most  part,  will  be  of  the  audio  visual  nature  (film- 
strips,  records,  maps,  globes,  etc.)  which  will  help  our 
instructional  programs  in  Grantham. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  personnel 
of  the  two  schools  who  have  been  most  cooperative  in 
carrying  out  the  various  requests  and  tasks  asked  of 
them.  It  has  been  a  pleasure  working  with  Superin- 
tendent Gordon  Tate  and  the  members  of  the  Grantham 
School  Board  who  are  constantly  striving  to  improve  the 
educational  program  for  the  youth  of  Grantham.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


The  School  Health  program  got  under  way  with  the 
Dental  Clinic  this  year.  Dr.  Armen,  provided  dental 
treatment  to  30  students.  The  State  Dental  Health 
program  allows  13  hours  of  dental  work,  therefore  it 
was  impossible  to  accommodate  all  the  students  who 
requested  dental  care.  I  wish  to  urge  parents  to  sched- 
ule regular  dental  check-ups  for  their  children.  The 
clinic  is  unable  to  provide  all   the  care  needed. 

The  Tuberculin  testing  program,  under  the  direction 
of  the  N.  H.  Tuberculosis  Assn.  was  held  in  October 
with  57  students  taking  part.  Only  one  reactor  was 
found  and  a  follow-up  X-ray  was  taken. 

Vision  and  hearing  tests  are  now  in  progress,  and 
notes  will  be  sent  to  parents  as  problems  arise. 

The  importance  of  a  health  program  in  every  school 
is  recognized  when  new  students  enter  your  school. 
Several  new  students  have  entered  the  Grantham  school 
this  year  and  the  permanent  health  records,  sent  by 
the  former  school,  proves  beneficial  in  helping  the  teacher 
gain  a  better  understanding  of  any  problems  the  child 
may  have. 

I  feel  that  a  telephone  installed  at  the  North  Gran- 
tham school  should  be  considered  for  the  welfare  of  the 
students.  The  teacher  could  not  leave  her  class  to 
summon  aid  in  case  of  an  emergency  and  she  should 
be  able  to  contact  parents  in  case  a  child  becomes  ill 
at  school. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  parents,  teachers,  and  the  School 
Board  for  their  full  cooperation  in  carrying  out  the 
health  program.
